DOG ON COW-CATCHER. 

If you should notice a dog rid- 
ing on the cow-catcher of a loco- 
motive today, you undoubtedly 
would have the train stopped in 
order to rescue him. But at one 
time, every engine of the old-time 
Walla Walla and Columbia rail- 
‘road which operated in the state 
of Washington carried a dog on 
the cow-catcher. The dog was an 
important and necessary member 
of the train crew, being used to 
rout cattle obstructing the tracks. 


FRONT-SEAT RIDING. 


Don’t let your dog sit on the 
front seat with you when you take 
him riding. A dog may be train- 
ed to stay motionless alongside his 
owner, as the latter guides the 
machine.

For Future Needs 


By LUKE GREENE. 


HE dangers of a possible air raid on Georgia cities are becoming 
ity real to the Georgia Parent-Teacher Association and state 

educators who are preparing to register every child in Georgia 
and give him a tag that will establish identification should he be 
killed, injured or lost from his parents. 

In this field Georgia is somewhat of a pioneer. Only a few other 
states have done anything similar. California is one. New Jersey 


and New York are others. 


But regardless of what other states have done, Georgia’s edu- 
cational leaders believe there is a real need for such a registration 
here. And they are convinced that no time should be wasted in 

getting it under way. A $25,000 appropriation has been made for 
this purpose and committees are busy trying to find out the proper 
way to go about it. The committees also are making an effort to 
determine what plans the federal government has for a national] 


registration. 


As soon as registration cards have been printed and tags have 
been obtained, a special day or series of days will be set aside 
when parents and guardians will be expected to see that their 
children 18 years of age and under come to the designated place 


and register. 


State School Superintendent M. D. Collins, 


who heads the 


executive committee as well as the entire planning committee, 
explained just how important this job really is. 


A PRECAUTION 
AGAINST BOMBING 


“Many times,” he said, “we have been told how easy it would 
be for Georgia to be bombed. But we refuse to think much about 
the danger. And we probably never will think much about it until 
the planes actually come in and we hear the shrill shriek of bombs 
dropping from the sky and see our buildings crumbling as the 


bombs explode. 


“Suppose, for example, you are a mother. You have left your 
children and gone to a movie. While you are in the-movie planes 
sweep in from the seaand begin bombing Atlanta. You are caught 
in a blackout and cannot get back home. But when the raid finally 
is over and you reach home you find your house in ruins and little 


Johnny -and little Mary are gone. 


“Imagine the panic, the fear that would seize you. They might 
be perfectly safe, but with the city partially in ruins and crews 
working feverishly to restore it to normal it might be days before 
those children would be returned to their parents and they might 
never be. But if they had a tag around their necks that would 
easily identify them, at least there would be some way of checking 
up and finding out where they belonged.”

In auswer to this, it was 
pointed out that the residents of 
one area might be in some 
other part of the state at. the 
time of a major disaster and the 
problem of identification would 
become difficult. 

Furthermore, the _ officials 
planninz~ this registration are 
not hinging it entirely on the 
probability that there will be 
an air attack. It would be-val- 
uable in any other kind of dis- 
aster such as a big industrial 
accident. 

Dr. Collins pointed out that 
the information to be recorded 
on the registration card will 
also be useful for many other 
purposes. The state, he empha- 
sized, needs to know more about 
its children than it does at pr@é- 
ent for educational, health ahd 
other reasons. *

New Dehydration Plants 
Save Foods for VICTORY

More pota- 
toes were dried in Europe for 
consumption by soldiers and 
civilians alike than were grown 
in a year in the United States. 

The necessities that make the 
dehydration of fruits and vege- 
tables so important during this 
War are several, First, an enor-

foods is needed for our own 
armed forces throughout the 
world, Second, Allied Nations 
have to be supplied many of 
these vital foods by Uncle Sam. 
Third, shipping space is limited. 
As for restrictions, shortages 
of tin, sheet metal, rubber and 
cold storage equipment limit the 
amounts of fruits and vegetables 
that can be preserved from the 
1942 crops by conventional can- 
ning and cold storage methods. 
50, the solution is obvious: 
Dehydrate more fruits and vege- 
tables. Why? Well, let’s take our 
answer from an expert, Fred E. 
Scott, food industry specialist of 
the War Production Board in the 
southeastern region, 
ADVANTAGES 
OF DEHYDRATION 


“Dehydration of fruits and 
vegetables offers numerous ad- 
vantages to the economic life of 
our nation,” Mr. Scott says, “It 
preserves these protective foods 
iM as nearly an unchanged con- 
dition as possible. It makes them 
available at all times of the year 
and in all parts of the world 
at a minimum cost for packing, 
handling, transportation and 
storage. And it widens the range 
of preservable foods to include 
potatoes, turnips, carrots, celery, 
onions and garlic.” 
IMPORTANCE 
IN SPACE-SAVING 

Some figures quickly indicate 
the weight and space-saving ad- 
vantages of dehydration, as com- 
pared with the use of fresh or 
canned foods, One ton of fresh 
peas, for example, weigh 4,291 
pounds when canned. When de- 
hydrated, a ton of fresh peas 
shrink to a mere 351 pounds. 
This is because a large portion 
of the contents of fresh fruits 
and vegetables is water. Dried 
vegetables weigh from one-fifth 
to one-twentieth the weight of 
canned products, and are from 
one-tenth to one-half the vol- 
ume, 

“If » the government’s new 
food committee decides to make 
greater use of dried foods for 
shipment to lend-lease nations, 
as well as for our armed forces,” 
asserts Mr. Scott, “‘there is going 
to be a great need in the south- 
east for dehydrating equipment 
to be installed rapidly. At the 
present time our number of de- 
hydrating outfits is very small.” 

As the first step in the solu- 
tion of the critical food-preser- 
vation problems of rural fami- 
lies, the federal government has 
recently provided dehydration 
systems for 50 high’ schools 
which have canneries as part of 
their vocational education pro- 
grams, Four of these 
stration units last month were 
installed in Georgia by the Com- 
merce Department of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. They 
are located 
education buildings at Clarkes- 
ville, Vienna, Sparta and For- 
syth. : 
And local citizens, farm and 
town folks alike, could hardly 
wait to make use of the dehy- 
dration boxes, Installation was 
delayed by the problem of 
obtaining the necessary two- 
horsepower electric motors and 
centrifugal blowers, The Geor- 
gia School of Technology came 
to the rescue by lending the 
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W. R. Moseley, vocational agriculture teacher at the Mary Persons High school in For- 
syth, pulls out some of the trays of dehydrated peaches from the box which was de- 
signed to dry 50 bushels of peaches a day.

schools smaller motors and ex- 
haust fans until the proper new 
equipment could be delivered. 

The dehydration systems con- 
sist of large “boxes,” some five 
feet wide, 10 feet high, and 15 
feet long. They are divided into 
an upper and a lower section or 
tunnel, Mounted in the upper 
section is the electric centrifugal 
blower which draws humidity- 
controlled air in and blows it 
around hot steam pipes. The 
heated air is vented “down- 
stairs” and across the trays of 
the fruit or vegetable to be dried. 
Then, the moisture-laden air is 
exhausted through an outside 
vent, as the hot-air circulation 
continues, 


PROGRESS . MADE 
TO DATE 


Hundreds of bushels of 
peaches and quite a few butter- 
beans, peas and beans have been 
dehydrated in the four Georgia 
plants. The men in charge of 
them—the vocational agriculture 
teachers—expect patrons to dry 
many pears and figs and a few 
more vegetables before the gar- 
den and orchard seasons end 
next month. The teachers at the 
four schools are: Sparta, J. L. 
Williams; Forsyth, W. R. Mose- 
ley; Clarkesville, L. E, Nichols; 
Vienna, J. R. Odom. 

These men have learned by 
experience to dehydrate foods 
successfully by proper manual 
or automatic control of the dry- 
ness, temperature, circulation, 
and speed of the air in the de- 
hydration box, and by proper 
treatment of the foods to control 
undesirable changes in their 
color, flavor and texture. Most 
vegetables require blanching, or 
steaming, to conserve their nu- 
tritive contents and to-preserve 
their color and flavor, Fruits 
require a hot salt-water bath 
and sulphuring treatment, The 
latter prevents loss of vitamin 
C and helps retain the natural 
fruit colar.

Georgia’s Division of Vocational 
Education for the dehydration of 
peaches: 

1, Peaches must be ripe, but 
not overripe and decayed, 

2. Peaches that are not peeled 
should be defuzzed for dehydra- 
tion. 

3. After removing the seed, 
the halves should be placed on 
trays, Cup side up, in one deep 
layer, as Close together as pos- 
sible. 

4. Expose prepared peaches to 
fumes of burning sulphur for 30 
minutes while in drying trays. 

o. Drying should begin imme- 
diately after sulphuring, hasten- 
ed by removing the trays direct- 
ly to the drier. 

6. Dehydrated peaches must 
be packaged in moisture-proof 
containers and kept in a cool 
place, where more than half the 
light is excluded. 

These instructions could well 
be followed by families -vho 
have built home-made outdoor 
driers for dehydrating foods. 
Plans for building such driers 
are described and depicted in a 
bulletin recently issued by the 
State Agricultural Service under 
the title, “Drying Foods at 
Home.” 

This bulletin tells how to dry 


the different kinds and types of 
vegetables and fruits commonly 
grown in Georgia. It gives a 
timely word of caution on 
“Cooking Dried Products,” for 
plenty of Georgia families this 
year, for the first time, have 
dried foods at home and may not 
prepare these dried products 
properly for cooking, The cau- 
tion is: 

“Remember that dried fruits 
and vegetables are dry because 
the water content has been ree 
moved, This water must be ree 
stored before using. Therefore, 
cover the dried product in warm 
water, never boiling water, and 
soak until plumped. It will re- 
quire from 6 to 24 hours and 
cannot be hurried. They should 
be cooked in the same water in 
which they were soaked in ore 
der to retain all the food value. 
The cooking should be slowly 
done, the vessel kept closed and 
as little steam as possible allow- 
ed to escape. The tendency to 
be guarded against is that of 
having the vegetables too cone 
centrated, adding too little wae 
ter, or allowing too much water 
to escape in the form of steam.”

He understands the public at- 
titude toward taxes.

has never had the advantages 
of an education is determined 
that his children shall not be 
robbed of those advantages.

That tobacco auctioneer on the 
radio program doesn’t make 
sense to a lot of his listeners. 

But he does to the farmers 
who have brought their tobacco 
to the market and the rippling 
chant that skips off his lips is a 
good measure of the swiftness 
with whieh money is poured into 
the farmer’s pocket. 

This. year, the buyers have 
found the best crop in Georgia's 
25-year tobacco history. 

The crop was a bit short. To- 
bacco is in demand as never be- 
fore, 

“The increase in the market,” 
said Cicero Talley, of Nashville, 
“can be gauged best by the 
knowledge that this year 300 bil- 
lion more cigarettes are being 
smoked than ever ‘before. 

“Of course, that’s on a world 
market, 

“There are soldiers smoking 
standard brands of cigarettes to- 
day, who a year ago were not 
familiar with the package cigar- 
ette, 

“And, then, that count on the 
cigarette also represents the 
roll-your-owns that are being 
smoked today, 

“American tobacco is in de- 
mand on foreign markets this 
year as never before. Those 
countries involved in war have 
no way to grow the horrible to- 
bacco they had been using. They 
took to American cigarettes. 
American tobacco. They liked 
the change and I doubt, very 
seriously, if, when this war is 
over, those nations will be satis- 
fied to go back to their old pre- 
war home-grown inferior to- 
bacco.” 

Talley’s summary of the to- 
bacco situation in the world 
found proof as the buyers fol- 
lowed him along the rows. 

Talley is an old, experienced 
auctioneer. 

He is one of five brothers 
who opened a warehouse in 
south Georgia several years ago, 
moving into that area from 
South Carolina, 

As Talley moves down the line 
today, he c.. be heard to cry: 
“SOLD AMERICAN” or “SOLD

No use going to a _ tobacco 
market trying to decipher the 
code of that auctioneer. It’s no 
code. He’s merely calling the 
numbers, the actual prices as the 
buyers bid. 

Tobacco lies on the warehouse 
floor in piles laid out in long 
lines, Each pile has been weigh- 
ed and the number of pounds is 
written on a ticket atop the pile. 

Along one side of a row move 
the buyers. 

Down the other side of the 
row move the auctioneer and his 
crew, 

PROGRESS 
OF THE AUCTION. 

First comes the starter. He 
yells the opening price on each 
pile and the auctioneer’s chant 
starts from that price. The start- 
er works for the warehouse and 
his bid is merely a warning that 
nothing less will be accepted for 
the pile. 

If the buyers won't raise the

starter’s price the tobacco goes 
to the warehouse. It’s sold later 
and the warehouse sees that the 
farmer gets a right price. 

The auctioneer is the second 
man in line, 

Next comes a man who helps 
the buyers assure themselves 
that the grade is right and who 
warns a Duyer who might be 
missing ‘a certain grade he 
wants. 

Next comes a man who marks 
on the ticket, the price paid. 

And the line moves on. 

The farmer comes along after 
them, picks up the tickets off his 
piles and takes them to a win- 
dow where he cashes In.

The checks are paid within a 
few minutes after the ticket has 
been presented at the window. 

The farmer moves over to the 
bank, cashes his check, collects 
his note, goes over to the county 
clerk to have his solvency re- 
corded and then goes home with 
his cash,

Frisco, whose right name is Louis Josephs, originated a style of 
dancing with a derby hat and a big cigar as his chief props that 
soon became the most imitated piece of business in the world of 
entertainment. His imitators were almost Frisco’s ruin. Of late 
vears he has relied more on comedy than dancing. He got the nick- 
name of Frisco long before he ever saw San Francisco, though many 
the monicker came from some association with the city. 

For years he has done his dancing to the tune of “Darktown 
Strutters Ball’ and has made that piece of: music well-nigh synony- 
mous with his name. However, at first he used another tune, pick- 
ing up “Darktown Strutters” from Hedges Brothers and Jacobson, 
a team of cafe entertainers that took it to Chicago from San Fris- 

sco along with “Some of These Days,” which later became closely 
dentified with the great Sophie Tucker, now and for years past 
one of the top-notch cafe performers,

7 colored pianist and entertainer. ‘“‘Darktown Strutters 
il” remains to this day one of the liveliest and.most characteris- 
‘tunes ever written, while “Some of These Days,” especially when 
hie sings it, is still about the torchiest of the torches.

The Halloween ball that year 
resulted from the decision of the 
debutantes to make their formal 
bows at ONE large ball, rather 
than entertain at individual 
coming-out parties. It was then 
that buds began the custom of 
wearing white gowns to the Hal- 
loween ball. Each deb invited 
three escorts to the party, which 
Was an elaborate dinner-dance 
held at the Piedmont Driving 
Club. 

The debutante coterie was or- 
ganized for the purpose of doing 
war work, and the girls proved 
invaluable as workers at the 
Red Cross canteen, and as part- 
ners at the dances for the arm- 
ed forces. They formed groups 
and went to army camps on 
Friday afternoons to tell for- 
tunes for the soldiers, and they 
sewed dainty garments for the 
Belgian babies. The teas at 
which they entertained at the 
home of the late Mrs. William 
Lawson Peel, to which 500 sol- 
diers were invited each week, 
were so successful that guests 
“present” at the affairs some- 
times numbered one thousand!

HOW TO PREPARE SEED BOXES 


T MIGHT be well to pause 
here a moment and consider a 
seed. A seed after all is rather 

a marvelous thing, a tiny germ 
of life that with the aid of molts- 
ture and warmth will produce a 
beautiful flower within a short 
period of time, if given the 
proper care. Today we were in- 
terested in only two things, giv- 
ing that seed proper moisture 
and proper air in order that it 
will start growing. 

First, comes the proper box in 
which the seeds are to be plant- 
ed. Probably the easiest size in 
shape to build ts a sturdy, shal- 
low box of four 3” boards, mak- 
ing the box 14” long and 10” 
wide. On the bottom of this box 
nail 2” strips, leaving a space of 
about 1-4” between each strip. 
However, old flower pots, par- 
ticularly bulb pans, may be used. 
A hot bed or cold frame can be 
used, However, during the hot 
summer you must be careful to 
provide shade for either a hot 
bed or cold frame. 

Next, and most important, is 
the selection of the material that 
will be used in this special box. 
PEATMOSS AND SAND 
AS A MIXTURE, 

Many gardeners and even 
florists have found that, for the 
majority of seeds, imported peat- 
moss mixed with a little sand is 
superior to a soil mixture or 
compost because of the ideal 
moisture, Oxygen and compara- 
tively sterile conditions the peat- 
moss provides. The common 
practice is to use one-third sand 
and two-thirds peatmoss, 

Whether the peatmoss and 
sand are used alone or in mix- 
ture with soil, it is well to run 
the mixture through a small 
hand screen of about one-quar- 
ter inch mesh, to get is abso- 
lutely fine and even. Moisten it 
thoroughly, turning it over sev- 
eral times in the process before 
putting it in the flats or seed 
pans in which the seed is to be 
sown. Many gardeners moisten 
the peatmoss in advance until 
thoroughly damp before mixing 
it with the sand and soil. 


HOW TO PREPARE 
THE POTS. 


Certain precautions, however, 
must be taken, where seeds are 
sown in flower pots or bulb 
pans. If they are new, soak them 
in water before filling them vith 
soil. Since they are very porous 
and dry, they will absorb water 
quickly and, unless” properly 
soaked, will draw the moisture 
seed bed which must be avoided. 
out of the soil, drying out the 
Knowing gardeners usually 
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stand the pots on about one inch 
of thoroughly moistened peat- 
moss Which they keep uniform- 
ly moist. With this saturated 
layer beneath them, the,pots will 
draw on this supply ake than 
the supply of moisture in the 
soil with which they are filled. 
Mark off shallow, even rows the 
short way of the containers 
about two inches apart and then 
gently water until the soil is 
thoroughly moistened—wet to 
the bottom. Set aside to let the 
surface dry olf somewhat before 
sowing the seed. Another way 
to water is to sow the seed and 
then place the vessel in a pan 
or tub of water, letting it soak 
up from beneah until the surface 
appears moist. This method gives 
the most thorough saturation 
possible, without the slightest 
danger of disturbing the sur- 
face, and washing out and cov- 
ering up some of the seed This 
method is advised for very~ fine 
seeds sown in pots. 


HOW DEEP 
TO PLANT, 

If the seed used is extremely 
fine, it Should be merely sown 
on the surface and pressed in, 
without being covered at all. 
Larger seeds, such as pansies, 
may be covered a fraction of an 
inch, barely from sight, still 
larger ones, 1-4 of an inch or so. 
over the seed 
leaving a

crack over one admit 
some air, Will help to conserve 
the moisture and to keep the 
soil moist, especially on the sur- 
face. “he important fact about 
seed germination is not so much 
to keep the seed bed well water- 
ed as it is to prevent it from 
drying out. A few hours of dry- 
ness on the surface after the 
seeds have pushed through will 
kill the young sprouts. Too, al- 
ternate soaking and drying pro- 
vides ideal conditions for many 
rot fungi and bacteria. It is best 
to keep the soil evenly moist at 
all times, 

From the opening of the gar- 
dening season until cold weather 
checks out warm days, there is 
always more or less transplant- 
ing to do. It is an all-season 
task whether it is annuals in 
spring, perennials in late sea- 
son or dividing and transplant- 
ing perennials. Careful trans- 
planting into the garden row or 
border starts the plants on their 
way with little check. Poor 
transplanting will kill many ol 
those moved,

large enough to 
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spread out the roots, firm the 
soil carefully about the roots, 
soak the transplanted plants into 
place, and shade newly trans- 
planted plants from hot sun a 
few days. These are elemental 
points in successful transplant- 
ing. Another factor is that of 
trimming the tops to balance 
the root systems, which is bound 
to be .somewhat disturbed and 
shortened in moving. This 1s 
done by trimming off half the 
leaves. 

Mix a level tablespoonful of 
balanced plant food thoroughly 
with the soil in which the seed- 
ling is to be planted. 

For making holes to receive 
seedlings from seed rows or 
boxes, a dibber is the handiest 
tool. This is merely a steel or 
cast-iron rather blunt pointed 
instrument which you stab into 
the soil, give a twist, and he 
hole is ready for the plant. It Is 
much faster than digging each 
hole with a trowel. The dibber 
will also be very useful for Dulb 
planting in the fall. You need 
one in your garden too) kit. 

Observe distances carefully in 
transplanting. The little seed- 
lings may look lost and lonely 
when put a foot apart, as in the 
case of zinnias, but remember 
the size they will attain if given 
a chance to do their best. It will 
pay and you will get more from 
your plants than if you crowd 
them so no plant can reach its 
best development,

New Book News

South Carolina and Georgia 
share honors in the new region- 
al book, “Red Hills and Cotton: 
An Upcountry Memory’’ 
(Knopf), by Ben Robertson, at 
present a correspondent in the 
Orient for PM and the Chicago 
Sun. 


South Carolina is the scene of 
this commentary. Georgia is the 
home of one of the three per- 
sons to whom the book is dedi- 
cated—the head of the sociol- 
ogy department at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia, of whom Mr. 
Robertson writes: 

“To my cousin, Professor B. 
©. Williams—he has the -knowl- 
edge and the vision and the 
power to inspire.” 


Mr. Robertson’s book is about 
the south that all of us know— 
the south of the plain, proud 
people for whom and of whom 
Jefferson spoke. Gouth Caro- 
lina and the author’s own kins- 
men are the locale and person- 
ne] of the book, but what Mr. 
Robertson has written is much 
more than a personal document. 
It is a revealing sociological 
study, given sequence and ac- 
tion by the author’s relatives, 
who are the characters in these 
simple but dramatic vignettes of 
life. 

Something of the tone and 
spirit of Mr. Robertson’s book 
are indicated in his opening 
* paragraph, which, in a way, sets 
‘the stage for what follows. “By 
the grace of God, my kinfolks 
and I are Carolinians,” writes 
the author. “Our Grandmother 
Bowen always told us we had 
the honor to be born in Caro- 
lina. She said we and all of our 
kissing kin were Carolinians, 
and that after we were Carolin- 
ilans we were southerners, and 
after we were southerners, we 
were citizens of the United 
States. We were older than the 
union in Carolina, and our 
grandmother told us never to 
forget that fact. Our kinfolks 
had given their personal con- 
sent to the forming of the 
union, we had voted for it at 
the polls, and what we had vot- 
ed to form we had had the right 
to vote to unform. We knew of 
course what our. grandmother 
was -taiking about, for our

To those who share this rail- 
road fascination with the author, 
“This Fascinating Railroad Busi- 
ness” is a book of fact, with 
novel interest, which traces the 
history of railroads from the 
legend of George Stephenson— 
who with gesture truly Prome- 


.thean, lighted the first fire of 


the first locomotive to pull a 
train on a common carrier rail- 


road, with the rays of the sun,- 


captured by a burning glass—to 
the modern streamliner and the 
complications of operations, all 
made so interestingly easy. 


Though primarily about the 
present-day railroads, the book 
reveals the history and explains 
the phrases common to railroad- 
ers. It tells their story, a vary- 
ing story about classes, and 
tracks and signals, and shops, 
and rolling stock, and how they 
co-ordinate into the smooth-run- 
ning mass transportation unit. 

It is far from technical. It 
takes the layman’s viewpoint

The sparkle for which 
the author is noted enlivens her 
story, which is charming in its 
simplicity, and refreshingly di- 
rect, 

Miss Steeaman has a talent 


for developing well-defined 
characters. Her heroine, ‘Miss 
Cora,” will captivate you with 
her golden-brown fried chicken, 
her innate goodness~ and her 
sense of humor. Her niece, 
Marion, whose pride stifles the 
dictates of her heart, will inspire 
you to a healthy rage; while 
Marion’s fiance, Peter, is very 
ambitious, impatient, lovable 
young man who ever strode out 
of a girl’s life to find his place 
in the sun. 

The author has a positive 
genius for describing food. She 
writes with complete abandon 
about the perfection of pale 
brown-gold biscuits, fried chick- 
en and corn on the cob “drip 
ping golden tears of butter.” Her 
style of writing is brisk, vital, 
humorous. 

You will want to read. this 
novel, which is noteworthy for 
its rich understanding cf hu- 
man failings, and which builds 
to an inspiring and _ intensely 
satisfying climax.

THE FABULOUS PEOPLE, by 
Robert Norman Hubner.

It is likely typical of such sit- 
uations as that in “The Fabulous 
People” that people come and 
people go but nothing ever hap- 
pens. If the book were not so 
well written, this sort of thing 
would get monotouous. I’ve no 
doubt it is an accurate picture 
of the foreign settlement just 
prior to the war. The white 
races had lost face. But, if they 
were all like these people, they 
had no face to begin with. 

The book is too much of the 
pattern of “The Sun Also Rises” 
to be something new. It has its 
humorous spots and its beautiful 
spots, not the least of which are 
the chapters about the Garden 
of the Happy Sparrows and Yu- 
riko. 

The assertion arising out of 
these passages is that an Orien- 
tal woman makes a better wife 
than an Occidental one. By 
non-suffrage standards I sup- 
pose this is true. I shall not 
commit myself as to which 
standards I prefer, but I will 
agree with the author that it is 
a shame the world stigmatizes 
a man who takes an Oriental 
mate. I have long felt an indis- 
criminate scrambling of the 
races would produce fascinating 
improvements in international 
understanding.

LONG ADVENTURE, by Hilde- 
garde Hawthorne. D. Apple- 
ton Century Company, New 
York.

I must put this book in the 
category of recommended read- 
ing for little more reason than 
that it is the most conscientious 
biography of Winston Churchill 
I’ve seen. I believe everyone 
should know the life of Church- 
ill because I feel he is one of 
the great men of this century. 
He is in the category of Dis- 
raeli in that he is not only a 
shrewd statesman and political 
diplomat, he is not only ex- 
tremely well informed on an in- 


credible array of subjects, but 
he is singular in being a man of 
action who is completely and ef- 
ficiently articulate. His speeches 
are masterly; his writing is bold, 
gripping and vigorous. 

My objection to this biogra- 
phy is its pollyanna quality. To 
my way of thinking it is as ab- 
surd to predicate a biography on 
hero worship as it is to found 
it on unlimited hate. To believe 
this book implicitly one would 
think Churchill never made an 
error, never miscalculated, was 
never depressed or cast down. 
Such a man simply cannot be 
in this world. Not even Christ 
had so many virtues and so few 
faults. 

Now by saying these things I 
am not attempting to detract 
from the stature of Winston 
Churchill. I have already said 
above what a man he is. I only 
feel this presentation of him is 
stickily one-sided and I deplore 
the typical tendency of this gen- 
eration of writers to feel a good 
biography of a contemporary 
giant is one in which no _ evil 
word is said of him. A man is 
not only great by his good 
works; he is great by his errors 
as well. And such biographies 
as this one lead only to future 
debunking undertakings which 
are equally unfair, 

By and large, however, 
Churchill is broadly covered 
here, and, as I say, this is the 
best biography of him I know 
at present,

A Good Story. 


THE COPPER POT, by Oliver 
La Farge. Houghton Mifflin 
Co., Boston. 295. pp. $2.50. 


It is a good story. Let nothing 
I may say below raise any doubt 
about that. It is not, as you may 
suppose, simply a novel exploit- 
ing the vicarious pleasures of 
Bohemian life in the quarter in 
New Orleans. 

Yet this story of an artist try- 
ing to find himself raises a 
thought in my mind about an 
author trying to find himself. 
In much of this book, especially 
the first half, I get the impres- 
sion that La Farge is writing as 
self-consciously as his principle 
character painted at first. The 
author appears to be conscious- 
ly and painfully writing a book, 
and, as I understand it, this sort 
of thing is not so good. 

Now I’m aware that La Farge 
is widely known and accepted 
as a writer of note. I see, in- 
deed, that he has won a Pulitzer 
prize. Therefore I can’t help 
puzzling why I should constant- 
ly get the impression of the cal- 
low youth in this book. Can it 
be the author has done this in- 
tentionally? If he has, he is cer- 
tainly an expert stylist, because 
up to now I've never come 
across a writer who wrote this 
way and could write any other 
way. 

The work scenes of the book 
are fine. You get a strong sensa- 
tion of coming to grips with the 
problems of painting. There is 
nothing illogical about the self- 
imposed restraints of the main 
character. It’s just the way they 
are occasionally presented that 
makes them seem unreasonable. 
You feel there is some sort of 
barrier between the author and 
his work that prevents him from 
writing things in as fully as he 
knows and would like to write 
them. 

I'll grant the above may seem 
awfully specious and hair-split- 
ting from a critical standpoint, 
There is no doubt but this book, 
as well as being a fascinating 
ana stimulating work for artists 
to read, will be good reading for 
the general public who mav 
thank their stars for being a 
good deal less testy than I am 
Still, critically, I believe more 
justice is done a book, partic.- 
larly of this sort, if a reviewer 
emphasizes his misgivings and 
leaves it to the public to dis 
count such things with the ex- 
cellence of the story.

BEND IN THE RIVER, by Jan

Not too many months ago the 
reading public was startled with 
a book by an unknown atuthor 
telling the inside workings of the 
Communists of the world. That 
book, if you fail to remember, 
was “Out of the Night,” vivid, 
popular, best seller, written by 
a fellow who signed the name 
Jan Valtin. 

Was it his first literary at- 
tempt, everyone was asking. 
“Bend in the River” is the an- 
swer to the questions about his 
writing life before his success. 
It is a collection of short stories, 
some good, but all with delicate 
care to English language, choice 
of words. All presented with 
an introduction telling how, 
when and why each came to be 
written. 

Jan Valtin—it has since been 
learned he is in real life Rich- 
ard Krebs—began writing while 
serving time in a prison. He 
enrolled in a journalism course 
by mail offered prisoners by a 
California University. The pro- 
fessor took a liking to his style, 
endeavored to help the prisoner. 
For the most part the stories in 
this book are those which Val- 
tin wrote for the prison publica- 
tion during this learning period. 
Some the prison authorities, for 
certain rules, would not permit 
being printed. They chiefly con- 
cern his experiences in various 
ports of the world and while 
aboard ship. 

Outstanding description is 
contained in “Return From the 
Legion,” a story of a man’s re- 
turn from the company of men 
in the Foreign Legion and his 
search and ultimate finding of a 
woman. It is exquisitely told. 
Another good one is “A Meet- 
ing in Shanghai,” the story of 
the meeting of an old seaman 
and his daughter who had de- 
graded to a waterfront dive.

Because her lover is still 
there, and because she realizes 
that she’d still just be a line girl 
in New York, Roxana Dawn 
elects to remain in Paris work- 
ing as the front for an under- 
ground movement which prints 
a Freedom paper under the ed- 
itorship of her manager. 

Roxie’s charms have intrigued 
the Nazi commander in Paris 
and she is detailed to lead him 
on. Through Roxie, who under- 
stands little at first, the reader 
is made to realize the bewilder- 
ment of the French and their 
growing sense of disaster as the 
conquerors take over. 

“Until the Day Break” is a 
story of action, of love and of 
heartbreak against the Nazi in- 
vasion of Paris, well written 
and interestingly told—even to 
the outwitting of the Nazi com- 
mander once the plot is discov-

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History of a School 

LIFE AT ST. MARY’S. Edited 
by Katherine Batts Salley. 
University of North Carolina 
Press, Chapel Hill. 288 pp. 
Illust. $2.50. 


To commemorate its centen- 
nial, a collection of articles, es- 
says and memoirs have been 
written by five of her gradu- 
ates on Life at St. Mary’s 
School for Girls during the past 
hundred years. 
of its founding in 1832 by Dr. 
Aldert Smedes, then so lately of 
the Episcopal Diocese of North 
Carolina, until 1942; with that 
“great lady,” Mrs. Ernest Cruik- 
shank, “a liberal in her thinking 
and her work,” as head of the 
school. The book is not only a 
history of tts educational devel- 
opment, but its intimately writ- 
ten pages reflect a picture of the 
times and its changes in man- 
ners, customs and dress. It may 
seem a far cry from the exhor- 
tation in its first manual begin- 
ning: “My dear Child: As a part 
of your discipline of body and 
mind you will be called upon... 
to study what is graceful in gait, 
posture, bearing and manners 
..-for to a woman a soft voice 
and gentleness are especially 
becoming ... remember what !s 
due to your sex ,..and offer to 


Him daily your earnest prayer - 


that He will convert your soul, 
and bring you into the path of 
righteousness.” In those days 
girls slept two in an alcove, on 
beds without springs, bathed at 
washstands, studied by candle 
light, spent their recreational 
hours in walking, and dined on 
the simplest of meals. Yet they 
grew and waxed strong, leaving 
their alma mater as intelligent 
young women, each an orna- 
ment of the domestic and social 
circle she was to fill from Vir- 
ginia to Texas. Within the pages 
of this volume, which is well 
indexed, appear the names cf 
some of St. Mary’s girls which 
reads like a roster of the south’s 
most representative women of 
the past century. Among these 
were Miss Mildred Lee, daugh- 
ter of our Confederate general, 
Robert E. Lee, and _ Lucia, 
daughter of a slightly lesser 
light, General: Leonidas Polk. 
Years later came Eleanor Wil- 
son, daughter of the then Presi- 
dent of Princeton University, 
Woodrow Wilson. Nor were 
they all. Each southern state 
can boast a bevy of St. Mary’s 
graduates, but space does not 
permit the inclusion of so many 
prominent names. Of these, 
when in school, there were none 
who were favorites. Each girl 
was treated like her neighbor py 
the faculty as she became one 
of that family of youth, ever 
changing, yet ever the same, 
from years of uniforms of hoop- 
Skirts, from bustles to balloon 
sleeves and from sheath skirts 
to knee dresses, as this small 
church school emerged into an 
institution of learning, broaden- 
ing with the years to meet the 
exigencies of the times, yet hold- 
ing still to those high purposes 
of character building for which 
it was started, and which are 
found in the best of American 
womanhood.

AN ATLAS OF FAR EASTERN 
POLITICS, by Hudson, Rajch- 
man and Taylor. John Day 
Co., New York. 207 pp. $2.50. 
This is an extremely valuable 

little handbook of pertinent facts 

relating to the struggle in the 

Far East. It is more than an 

array of statistics, for it is di- 

vided into short, crisp chapters, 

each with pointed discussion of a 

few salient factors. There is no 

padding. 

There are 13 condensed chap- 
ters, 40 maps, and a few tables. 
All the principal! sreas of the 
Far East are covered, with a 
minimum of drudgery to the 
reader 

At the present state of affairs 
in East Asia, two of the chap- 
ters are particularly interesting. 
The one on Siberia gives a view 
o: the situation not exactly in 
keeping with things most ob- 
servers are now saying. These 
writers see no compelling rea- 
son for Japan and Soviet Russia 
to clash. On the contrary, a 
number of considerations are 
pointed out to show that peace 
is the better course for both 
parties. 

Another portion of the book 
which grips the reader now is 
the last chapter, “The Far East 
in World Politics.” It includes 
a skillful treatment of our en- 
trance into a world conflict by 
the doorway of East Asia. Two 
main conclusions are: (1) That 
there can be no future peace in 
the Pacific till the mania for 
expansion by conquest is erased 
from the Japanese mind; and 
)2) that “China is the key to 
the new Pacific.”

or sensational in Alexander Po! 
lakov's “Russians Don’t Sur 
render’ and yet his diary, writ- 
ten under Nazi fire, conveys to 
the reader a remarkably clear 
picture of the grim and san- 
guinary struggle of the Russian 
people against the invaders of 
their fatherland. 

The author of this epic story 
is a young Russian in his early 
thirties, born in the Voronezh 
region, the son of a railroad 
repair worker. He is a front- 
line soldier and war correspond- 
ent. He has been twice deco- 
rated and wounded in the pres- 
ent war. 

Poliakov’s style is very sim- 
ple and calm and there is no ef- 
fort to impress the reader with 
the literary form of his war 
diary. It’s more like a soldier's 
letters to his folks back home, 
giving detailed descriptions of 
what’s going on from day to day. 

However, the book abounds 
in thrilling accounts of the au- 
thor’s unit in action and the 
reader is bound to experience 
the vicarious excitement and 
danger of being face to face with 
a force of expert fighting men— 
resourceful, brave and supreme- 
ly intelligent. 

Short of food, given little rest, 
under continuous pressure, these 
Russians are splendid in their 
morale, their high spirits, jaun- 
ty and cocky and resolute, 

The reader will learn the ac- 
tual tactics with which the gue- 
rilla operations have beén so 
successfully carried out. There 
are several unforgettable char- 
acters in “Russians Don’t Sur- 
render,” notably those of Com- 
mander Galitsky, Major Shchu- 
ka, Commander Kashcheey and 
Captain Ivanchenko. 


Poliakov’s book is more*than 
literature. It is, as Pierre Van 
Paassen says in his inspired in- 
troduction, “The voice of the 
Soviet’s Unknown Soldier on the 
vast steppes of Rusia, fighting 
stubbornly against Hitler’s per- 
fectly equipped bandits and bat- 
tling exultantly for his natienal 
freedom.”

DEMILLE LAUNCHED 
‘HUNT FOR ACTORS; 
LEIGH PRIZE PACKAGE

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 8. 

EVERY TIME an important book or play is purchased by a 
major studio the bird dogs are cut loose, and with a great amount 
of nation-wide din, a hunt for the “ideal” performer to interpret 
the leading role gets under way. 

The “talent hunt” has become one of Hollywood’s most potent 
ballyhoo weapons. It was originated and developed by Cecil B. 
De Mille back in 1927. It reached its peak a couple of years ago 
when David O. Selznick kept the fan world gasping in hysterical 
suspense over the choice of a Scarlett O’Hara for “Gone With 
the Wind.” 

De Mille started it all when he broadcast an apparently des- 
perate appeal to the world at large to uncover an actor who could 
properly portray the Christ in his “The King of Kings.” De Mille 
beat the ballyhoo drums for months, and then came up with the 
announcement that H. B. Warner would play the role. When 
De Mille named Warner he solemnly demanded that the actor sign 
an agreement to avoid smoking and drinking and to lead a private 
life which could not in way reflect on the part and the picture. 

The questions are often asked: “Are Hollywood talent searches 
really on the level? Does the casting of an important role involve 
all the time, trouble and expenditure indicated in the public prints? 
Or is the contract signed, sealed and delivered before the publicity

starts, and is all the ballyhoo just a blind for gellible fans: 
* ~ * 


THE ANSWERS range all the way from yes to no. 

Certain talent searches actually are on the level, because pro- 
ducers in some instances honestly wish to find out what casting 
opinions have been formed by readers of a popular book. All those 
readers are potential ticket buyers, hence their opinions carry 
weight. Too many other “searches,” it must be admitted, are framed 
purely as publicity-provoking schemes to whip up Interest in ad- 
vance of shooting. 

Hollywood's latest important talent search was brought to a 
finale only a couple of weeks ago when, after dangling its curiosity 
bait before the public a full year, Paramount named Vera Zorina 
for the heroine role of Maria in “For Whom the Bell Tolls.” 

Casting of this story turned up a double-barreled search. Only 
a few weeks before Zorina was selected, another important role— 
that of Pilar—which also created plenty of controversy, was handed 
to the Greek actress, Mme, Katina Paxinou, 

Both “searches” were widely publicized and undoubtedly will 
demonstrate their financial value to the undertaking when the 
movie is released. ‘That will be a full year in the future, but fans 
have a way of remembering and being impressed by such stunts. 

The “Bell” turmoil takes second place only to the jittery search 
for Scarlett O’Hara, which brought no fewer than 20 hopefuls down 
to the finish line for technicolor tests. They were Susan Hayward, 
Paulette Goddard, Ellen Drew, Margaret Tallichet, Anita Louise, 
Frances Dee, Nancy Coleman, Shirley Logan, Mary Ray, Lana Turner, 
Doris Jordan, Jo Ann Sayers, Joan Bennett, Evelyn Keyes, Jean 
Arthur, Marcella Martin, Margaret Hayes, Adele Longmore, Em 
Bowles Locker and Vivian Leigh. 

Incidentally, several of those girls have done right well since. 
Miss Hayward, first to be tested, faced the camera December 2, 
1937. The final decision was not made until January 27, 1939, when 
Selznick made up his mind to use Miss Leigh.

THE SAME Mr. Selznick has been responsible for many another 
great talent hunt: Before young Freddie Bartholomew found his 
way from London to Hollywood, some eight years ago, more than 
500 boys were interviewed in this country and England, and 14 
were tested for ‘David Copperfield.” Scarcely anyone can question 
the validity of the eventual Bartholomew choice. 

For “‘The Adventures of Tom Sawver” 728 were interviewed and 
31 tested before Tommy Kelly won the title role. In this instance 
young Mr. Kelly did not set the world afire quite so completely as 
did Master Bartholomew. 

At the moment Selznick is seeking an actor to play the priest in 
A. J. Cronin’s “The Keys to the Kingdom” and trying to avoid such 
obvious choices as Spencer ‘Tracy or Pat O'Brien, even were these 
lwo open to offers, 

Remember the selection of New Ayers as the young German 
soldier in “All Quiet on the Western Front,’ which ended a long 
search, back in 1930? Apparently the effect of that part remains 
with Ayers yet. Its interesting to speculate whether, if another 
actor had been chosen, the role would have had the same effect 
on him. 

In 1933 Paramount filmed “Alice in 
player, Charlotte Henry, as Alice, after 
ducted a nation-wide contest. Dozens were tested before Miss 
Henry, then a complete unknown, was‘named. From the same 
studio's “‘Panther Woman" contest, conducted nationally through 
theaters and newspapers, emerged Kathleen Burke as the winner, 
along with Gail Patrick, Lona Andre and Detroit's Verna Hillie. 
Of the four, Miss Patrick has lasted longest. Out of a “Search for 
Beauty” competition, Ann Sheridan 1s probably the only one now 
remembered,

IT MAY also be forgotten that in 1936 a girl was sought to play 
the title role in “‘Ramona.” Rita Hayworth emerged the winner in 
this contest, but at the last minute studio executives decided she 
was not well enough known, and substituted Loretta Young. 

That same year Dorothy Lamour fared better. Then a radio 
singer, she was the fifty-first girl to test for the sarong-clad lead in 
“The Jungle Princess.” The sarong fitted like Cinderella's slipper, 
and Dottie made history. 

To flashback again—remember “Peter Pan,” in which Betty 
Bronson finally played Peter, and Mary Brian enacted Wendy? 
And “A Bedtime Story,” in 1933, with Baby Le Roy finally appear- 
ing with Maurice Chevalier? Those involved long talent hunts, 
as did, more recently, the role of Fern in “The Rains Came,” which 
brought Brenda Joyce to the screen; the year-long search for a 
“Golden Boy,” which led William Holden overnight to stardom; and 
the effort to find a Jody for the ill-fated “The Yearling.” which 
was dropped after an unfortunate location trek and hasn't been 
revived. 

At this writing, considerable to-do is being made about the 
Chinese girl, Mayli, needed for Pearl Buck’s “Dragon Seed”: the 
feminine lead for Franz Werfel’s “‘The Song of Bernadette”: a male 
star to portray Will Rogers, and a girl to fill the dancing shoes of 
Marilyn Miller—-the latter two important biographical epics to be 
produced this year. 

Well, sometimes these great searches fizzle out: sometimes they 
produce names which are never heard of again, but for the most 
part they uncover new faces which the paying public takes to its 
heart. Which means, in the long run, that they pay off where it 
counts—at the box office.

BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN 


War has blacked out a world of beauty and friendliness. 
It's worth fighting to bring it back 


by Channing Pollock 


GHT, and my daughter’s fingers, pressing from the 
| piano keys an old song — “Vienna, Only You.” In the 
shadows, my thoughts drifted with the music. Dreadful 
things are happening in the world. With every reason, we fear 
loss of life or liberty. But there are other losses almost equally 
important — the eclipse of loveliness in our lives; of learning, 
and beauty, and tolerance, friendliness, kindness, courtesy, 
amuability, pleasantness, charm, and a great deal more. 


When, in the seventh century, the Arabs burned the library 
at Alexandria, a philosopher said that the destruction of its 
700,000 volumes was a worse calamity than the destruction of 
as many soldiers. “A new generation closes these gaps, but it 
takes many generations to replace a lost culture.”’ 


After all this blood and agony, it will take many generations 
to restore the old loveliness of life. The world as we knew it 
a few years ago, the world over which I wandered most of my 
life — that world is shut off from us by an iron curtain that fell 
when the earth caught fire. It has been shut into the past, but 
it is more than mere nostalgia that makes me write of it now; 
I write to help keep alive a flame to kindle the future. In the 
twilight — in the world twilight — these are some of the things 
I recall: 


, ae an evening in June, 1907: With an old friend, a profes- 
sor who was a Jew, my wife and I had gone to the opera, dined late 
in an outdoor restaurant. And then, feeling too gay for sleep, we 
had driven to a summer resort, like Coney Island, but different, 
too. Under the trees, an orchestra played waltzes by Strauss, 
and as we left, a dozen students, recognizing my friend, linked 
arms with him and started for the gates, singing Strauss. 
Broughams were arriving with beautifully gowned women. They 
stood in their carriages and joined in the song. At two in the 
morning, a hundred of us — at least one a Jew — crowded the 
gates of the park, a friendly, carefree throng, singing Strauss... 
“Vienna, Only You.” 

Prague, June, 1920: With relatives who lived there, we had 
gone to the swimming baths along the waters of the River Vitava. 
I had spent my boyhood in Prague. “But people didn’t laugh and 
shout then as now,” my cousin said. “We were Germans and 
Czechs, and we distrusted each other. Now we are one nation, 
with a noble past and a great and glorious future. Wait and see 
what achievements in science and literature and government will 
come of our freedom.” 


Shanghai, a Sunday in April, 1937: We lunched at the Willow 
Pattern Tea House, and strolled through the noisy, crowded, 
happy native suburb of Chapei. Our young guide lived there, 
and had recently become the father of twins. Proudly, he showed 
us their pictures. “Both had sore throats this morning,” he 
fretted. At ofr hotel, the prettiest, gayest Chinese girl called to 
sell my wife some cheap but attractive jewelry. She wore a new 


red silk dress with a gold dragon on the breast, and had a shop 
in the arcade. Not so many weeks later, back in California, we 
were looking at the rotogravure section of a newspaper — and 
saw a picture of this girl lying dead on the sidewalk before the 
Cathay Hotel. She still wore her red dress. Chapei had been 
completely destroyed; with it, I’m afraid, our proud young 
guide and the twins with the sore throats. 


Athens, April, 1933: A lovely spring day, and my daughter 
and I motored to the Gulf of Nauplia. The fields already were 
covered by a fringe of green. Everywhere, busy, happy, well-fed 
peasants waved at our car. A little girl gave us a flower. Outside 
Corinth, we halted at a picnic house to eat the luncheon we had 
brought, and divided it with a party of hikers — rough-shod, 
companionable youths who had spent the morning in the ruined 
theater at Epidauras. They had very little money, they said, but 
that didn’t matter; ““We’re all from the school in Athens, and we 
share what we have.” There were seven of these boys — three 
Englishmen, an Austrian, an American and two Germans. 


Den Passar, Bali, 1937: And the friendliest, kindliest peo- 
ple on earth. With a German who had lived in Bali 25 years, I 
walked along roads skirting the rice fields. At lunch hour, we saw 
a middle-aged -man cutting an exquisite pattern of filigree on a 
palm leaf. “‘Ask him,” I said, ““why he does such beautiful work 
on a leaf that will soon be dust.” The artist smiled. “I work on 
this leaf,”’ he replied, “because I enjoy creating beauty.” That 
seemed true of most of Bali. Every village had its orchestra 
and troupe of dancers from the rice fields. “I was here in 1914,” 
my German recalled. “I doubt that many of these people knew 
there was a war. You couldn’t make them understand.” 

Perhaps they understand now. 


Paris, 1933: Sunday was the fete of Jeanne d’Arc. We were 
part of a dense, devout throng at Notre Dame, and spent the 
afternoon in the great wooded park — the Bois. Every family 
in Paris seemed to be there — eating, laughing, loving under the 
trees. Just ahead of us, a couple clasped hands over the handle 
of a baby carriage. In the pram was a dark-eyed baby and a 
bottle of wine. I said, “Americans may have more money, and 
Germans may have more science, but the French are the happy 
people!” 
™ ienna, Only You.”’ Seville and Granada; Peking and 
Naples; friendly, contented people in Norway, and Holland, and 
almost everywhere. A world in which nearly everyone was kind, 
and there were few places where anyone asked or cared about race 
or creed. A world in which there was still poverty and injustice, 
of course, but which, at long last, was beginning to be civilized. 
It is for that civilization, I think, we are fighting now; not for 
trade or territory or any of the spoils of other wars, but for a 
world in which men can live in beauty and simplicity, in safety 
and freedom and friendliness.

SECURITY. George Wolfe, one of our 
cartoonists, was in the other day and told 
us something of the inside story of his 
cartoons.

1 lb. of nitroglycerin = this 


make one pound of glycerin. Ammuni- 
tion plants turn that pound into 2% 
pounds of nitroglycerin — which our sol- 
diers and sailors turn into destruction 
for Axis ships, planes, tanks. 

Best way to save your kitchen fats, 
government experts say, is to strain all 
those you don’t use yourself through a 
cloth-covered sieve into a clean tin can 
or other metal container. Keep it in your 
icebox until you have a pound or more, 
then take it to your butcher. He'll pay 
you for it. 

Just remember that the glycerin from 
your kitchen grease is needed by our fight- 
ing men. So save it!

But the 
eyes of workers at a Bayonne, N. J., ship- 
yard popped wide when a Russian freight- 
er pulled in recently for repairs and they 
noticed a group of women deckhands. The

ERFECTIONIST in domestic- 
ity; “army widow’’: enthu- 
siastic war worker. It’s 
Helen Menken, star of the stage, 
holder of an honorary Phi Beta 
Kappa for excellence in Shakes 
pearean roles, darling of a mullion 
radio listeners for her current role 
in “Second Husband.”” Hat perched 
on her red-gold pompadour— ‘it’s 
the first thing on 
in the morning and 
the last thing off at 
night’’ — she holds 
forth all day, every 
day, in American 
Theatre War Ser- 
vice, Inc. head- 
quarters on West 
Forty-fifth Street, 
New York. Biggest 
job there at the 
moment is selling 
1,000,000 copies of 
War Service's book, 
“America Goes to 
War.”” Profits go to “The Stage 
Door Canteen,”’ that wildly popu- 
lar, actor-and-actress-run hang-out 
for soldiers, sailors and marines. 

“I’m an army widow with plenty 
of time for war work,”’ says actress 
Helen Menken. “But I do miss 
him.’’ It’s her doctor husband she’s 
talking about. A prominent eye 
specialist, he’s in the Army now — 
Major Henry Templeton Smith, 
Camp Gordon, Georgia. 


PRIVATE PEACE-TIME occupa- 
tions of Miss Menken are decorat- 
ing houses; working for the deaf; 


and cooking, especially ice creams 
and custards. Chief decorating 
achievement is the house she de- 
signed and furnished herself. “But 
I’ve also tried the business of dec- 
orating apartments and houses to 
sell, and I love it,”’ she says. Now- 
adays, however, she has no time to 
finick over rugs and curtains. 

But she keeps up the work for 


. the deaf which has been so success- 


ful that New York State awarded 
her a medal of honor. Latest ac- 
complishment here is bringing the 
microphone into use as an educa- 
tional assistant. Other contribu- 
tions include giving trade-school 
equipment; placing trained, deaf 
workers in industrial 
and white-collar 
jobs; sponsoring a 
club: house com- 
plete with movies 
with subtitles sub- 
stituted for sound. 

In the kitchen 
actress Menken is 
unconventional but 
successful. Fre- 
quent idiosyncrasy 
is to slip a business- 
like apron over a 
fragile negligee for 
a session with pots 
and pans. Pet food hobby is 
the use of milk. She’d be a good 
booster for the government’s Nu- 
trition Program. She likes her 
milk in every form — plain, in 
scalloped meat, fish and vege- 
tables, in puddings, custards and 
ice creams. She also goes in for 
balanced diets. “‘All the bread that 
comes into our household is made 
of enriched flour. Our menus 
abound in vitamin-giving, mineral- 
giving fruits and vegetables,’’ she 
says. 

A few of her favorite recipes 
appear below. Try them. 


THE RECIPES 


Cucumbers Sweet and Seur 


2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons chopped onion 

4 large cucumbers, sliced 

l¢ cup water 

46 cup sour cream 

1 egg yolk, beaten 

2 tablespoons sugar 

3 tablespoons vinegar 

1% teaspoons salt 

+g teaspoon pepper 

14 teaspoon paprika 

Melt butter, add onion and fry 
until delicate brown. Add sliced 
cucumbers and water. Cook until 
water is absorbed and cucumbers 
browned. Mix sour cream, egg 
yolk, sugar, vinegar, salt, pepper 
and paprika. Add to cucumbers 
and cook slowly until mixture be- 
gins to boil. Serve immediately. 
Approximate yield: 6 portions. 


Cooked Salad Dressing 


4 teaspoon mustard 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons sugar 

144 tablespoons flour 

4 teaspoon paprika 

Few grains cayenne 

1 egg, beaten 

1 cup milk 

4 cup vinegar 

1% tablespoons butter 

Mix mustard, salt, sugar, flour, 
paprika and cayenne together. 
Add egg and mix well. Add milk; 
cook over hot water, stirring con- 
stantly until thickened. Cover and 
cook 10 minutes. Add vinegar; 
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mix well. Add butter; stir until 
melted. Approximate yield: 1% 
cups dressing. 


Soft Custard 

2 cups rich milk 

1 tablespoon butter 

3 egg yolks, beaten 

3 tablespoons sugar 

l4 teaspoon vanilla 

Few grains salt 

Scald milk and butter over hot 
water. Combine egg yolks and 
sugar; beat until light. Pour scald- 
ed milk on eggs and sugar; stir 
until well mixed. Cook over hot 
water until custard coats the 
spoon, stirring constantly. Re- 
move from heat at once. Cool; add 
vanilla and salt. Custard must be 
very carefully cooked. If not 
cooked enough it will be too thin, 
and if cooked too much it will 
separate. Yield: 6 portions. 


Follow recipe for Soft Custard. 
Add % pound crumbled maca- 
roons just before removing from 
the heat. Serve cold with whipped 
cream. 

Ambrosia Custard 

Peel oranges; separate into sec- 
tions, removing membrane. Place 
a layer of moist-pack coconut in 
large dish, add layer of orange sec- 
tions, then coconut; continue until 
dish is full. Pour soft custard over 
this. Sprinkle coconut on top. 
Serve with sponge cake or lady’s 
fingers.

ROSPECTOR for the sun's 
Pp gold? Then, while you're 

tapping these riches, stake 
out your claims for a handsomer 
figure. You won’t have a better 
chance to do your exercises than 
during those idling minutes in the 
sun, while you’re as nearly nude 
as you can be and still conform to 
police regulations. 

For your figure work, Ann 
Delafield, who puts war-girls 
through a “‘Be Fit — Not Fat’’ 
course atafamous Fifth Avenue 
salon, calls out your exercises. 

A spotlighted tummy? You can 
flatten it out of focus and give 
your innards a sound uplifting 
with this up-side-down exercise. 
Lie flat on your back on a slight 
incline with your feet a little higher 
than your head. The gentle slope 
of a beach, of a grassy lawn, or of a 
chaise longue with one end gently 
elevated, is the perfect place to 
take this exercise in reverse posi- 
tion. 

All set, let’s go. First, blow all 
the air out of your lungs. While 
they’re deflated, pull your tummy 
in and down until it feels as though 
it were glued to your backbone and 
your backbone feels buried inches 
deep in sand, in grass, or in what- 
have-you.

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to rid our coasts of the Nazi submarine menace, 
halt sinkings and prevent the landing of saboteurs 


by Donald E. Keyhoe 


has at last been unleashed against 

America. Scores of saboteurs have been 
trained in Germany, to be landed here from 
submarines. The Nazi destruction squads re- 
cently trapped by a vigilant FBI were only 
the spearhead. More will come, coldly deter- 
mined to blast our key factories, railroads and 
docks, unless a solid wall is built against Axis 
subs. 

Landing of saboteurs is just one more 
reason — and a tremendously important one 
— why we must beat the U-boat menace that 
has cost us more than 350 ships since Pearl 
Harbor. We must beat it if we are to protect 
our war industries from sabotage — if we are 
to keep war supplies moving to England, 
China and Russia—if we are to open a 
second front in Europe—if we hope to 
carry the war to Japan. 

The Navy and the Army have no illu- 
sions that we can defeat the U-boats 
merely by outbuilding ship losses. Both 
grimly realize that the undersea raiders 
must be sunk before they can sink our 
ships. Together they have planned and 
are waging an all-out war which aims to 
do exactly that. 

That war will be fought on many fronts. 

It will be fought on the surface of the 
sea, and above it, by swiftly increasing 
patrols of ships and planes and blimps. 

It will be fought in our shipyards and 
factories, where mass production of escort 
craft and antisubmarine equipment is being 
rushed with all possible speed. 

It will be fought in Europe by direct 
attack on U-boat shipyards and bases. 

It will be fought by trained gun crews of 
our merchant ships, by hundreds of small-boat 
owners who are enlisting with their ships, by 
former fishermen who are manning mine- 
sweepers and rescue craft.

Secret Weapon 


Aw it will be fought by a new magic device 
to locate submarines — miraculously accu- 
rate and still so secret that no hint can be 
given of what it is or how it works. 

The war on submarines will increase in 
intensity, week by week. Already, all sur- 
face and air patrols of the Navy, the Coast 
Guard and the Army have been combined 
under a single command. Serving with them 
are many British and Canadian veterans of 
U-boat warfare — destroyers and corvettes 
and special antisub vessels. 

They soon will be joined by other destroyers 
and subchasers which are coming from ship- 
yards ahead of schedule. But there is still a 
dangerous shortage along our coasts. To 
bridge the emergency. a call has been sent 
out to yachtsmen, fishermen and small-boat 
owners. The Coast Guard expects that 1,000 


MASH THE U-BE 


That's the battle cry in a new all-out offensive 


privately-owned boats will be added to the 
present fleet of 1,200. Those rugged enough 
will be equipped with two-way radio, machine- 
guns, depth-charge racks and other antisub 
devices. 

Many of these emergency patrol boats will 
be assigned to prevent landing of Nazi 
saboteurs. Larger craft will be used for 
escorting coastal convoys. Scores of fishing 
boats will join the Coast Guard’s rescue force. 
Others may be used as mine-sweepers. 

The “Irregulars” have already proved their 
worth. Not long ago the owner of a power 
yacht was accepted for patrol duty and 
assigned to a Florida sector. One moonlight 
night he saw a sub break surface, not far from 
a desolate beach. He cut sharply across the 
bow, dropped a depth charge. The periscope 
disappeared and an oil slick was seen. Even 
if the sub was not sunk, any planned sabo- 
teur landing was blocked. 


Teamwork 


‘cue skipper of another yacht spotted a 
sub on his first trip with a convoy. His 
armament was not fully installed, so he 
hastily signaled a warning. When the U-boat 
surfaced it was met with a five-inch shell from 
the nearest freighter’s deck gun, followed by 
a blast of depth bombs as a destroyer raced 
in. 

With the recent relaxing of physical and 
age requirements, many fishermen and other 
civilian boatmen are enrolling in the fight 
against subs. Their knowledge of local beaches 
has already proved valuable at points where 
saboteurs might be put ashore. On rescue 
duty, they have risked U-boat attack to save 
survivors of torpedoed vessels. 

In the air, patrol bombers have also taken 
their toll of U-boats. As their number in- 
creases, the meshes of the net can be drawn 
tighter; fewer subs will slip through. 

An increased force of the Navy’s “‘baby”’ 
blimps will soon be adding their valuable 
help. The blimps can stay aloft longer than 


most bombers. With radio silent, engines 
idling, they can hover over a suspected area, 
waiting for the sub to appear or show a 
“slick.”” Bombs can be dropped with almost 
perfect accuracy, where a plane bombardier 
has but seconds in which to lay his “eggs.” 
For operations closer inshore the Civil Air 
Patrol has performed fine service. The Patrol’s 
uniformed private pilots are assigned short 
“beats” along their home coasts. Each plane 
is equipped with two-way radio for summon-

One C.A.P. pilot dived his unarmed | 


plane at the gun crew of a sub about to 
shell a freighter. The frightened gun 
crew fled to the conning tower, and the 
U-boat submerged. 

Arming of Patrol planes has frequently 
been suggested. But even if attack operations 
are disapproved, the Civil Air Patrol will 
still carry out important antisub work. Skilled 
private pilots can fly night patrols, reducing 
danger to convoys on moonlight nights. 
Night-flying pilots can also be assigned to 
cover desolate beaches, to prevent U-boat 
espionage. 

There are many competent pilots, unfit for 
combat service, who can perform these duties. 
If the present training requirements can be 
relaxed, a host of additional experienced 
pilots would be made available for the patrols. 

All of these surface and air patrols will be 
equipped before long with the magic new sub- 
locator device. Mass production of this appa- 
ratus is well underway. Technical details are 
confidential, but it can be said that it has 
already been used with high success. Because

SMASH THE U-BOATS!

of its unbelievable accuracy, it promises to 
be a major factor in smashing the U-boat 
attacks. 

Even patrol boats themselves are being 
turned out by mass-production methods. 
The system was originated by a New 
Orleans shipbuilder named Higgins, who 
recently dumbfounded experts by building 
four giant assembly lines to turn out Liberty 
freighters. His success in mass production of 
PT-boats, lighters and other small craft has 
led other builders to use similar methods 
with antisub patrol boats. 

But, according to the small-boat builders’ 
national organization, output of antisub 
patrol boats could be further expanded to a 
tremendous degree. Claiming facilities for 
turning out 30,000 small subchasers per 
year, the builders have designed a new type 
and challenged the Navy to test it. Each 
boat would be equipped with guns, depth 
bombs, and full antisub apparatus. If they 
meet Navy tests, the present small-boat 
patrol force could be doubled, perhaps 
tripled, before the end of 1942. 

Co-ordinating all the activities of the 
antisub forces are huge charts at head- 
quarters. Minute-to-minute reports from air 
and surface patrols are flashed in, and thus 
the locations of convoys, patrols and the 
latest reported positions of U-boats are all 
recorded in detail on the charts. 


Mine-Hunters at Work 


Is CO-OPERATION with surface and air 
patrols, an enlarged minesweeper force is 
operating along coastal sea lanes. Experts 
are at work on a device to locate submerged 
mines, and special anti-mine shielding is 
built into ail new merchant ships. 

But our battle against U-boats is by 
no means confined to our own shores. 
We are also aiming our guns 3,000 miles 
away. Concentrated attacks on German 
U-boat shipyards are now doubly im- 
portant. Huge Axis subs are being 
rushed to completion. Some have a 
range of over 15,000 miles, with speeds 
of 22 knots. 

Striking directly at U-boat bases, the 
R.A.F. has crippled subs in German ports as 
well as others building in Nazi shipvards. 
At the earliest possible date, United States 
bombers based in England will join in these 
attacks, to cut off the U-boat menace at its 
roots. Similar action will be extended to Jap 
shipyards as bomber bases become available. 

By virtue of all our striking forces, both 
abroad and at home, it is expected that by 
mid-fall a tight antisub barrier will block 
U-boats from Maine to Florida, through the 
Gulf and the Caribbean. Then, when the 
Axis subs are driven back from our coasts, 


they will have but one course left: Wolf- 
pack attacks on convoys. This is precisely 
what the Navy wants. The U-boats will 
have to come to them — instead of our 
having to prowl the seas, hunting for the 
marauders. Protected convoys are always 
a peril to U-boats. To date, the Navy’s 
record is high: huge convoys have been 
escorted across both oceans without the loss 
of a transport. 

All in all, the long-range outlook for 
shipping has improved, but there is no 
ground for complacency. For two or 
three months, at least, United Nations 
seamen will continue to take it on the 
chin. Only their dogged courage, 
through the dark months of spring and 
summer, has carried us through. 

Thousands have had ships sunk under 
them. Hundreds have lost ships twice, even 
three times. Almost to a man, they defy the 
U-boats. 

“To hell with the subs! We’re shipping 
out again.” 


Sea-Going Heroes 


‘Titers are cases by hundreds of heroism 
and courage. Like the men who volunteered 
to take the Coast Farmer through the hell of 
Jap bombs and gunfire to get supplies to 
Bataan. Like a thousand others who have 
gone through sub-infested seas, to keep war 
supplies moving. Fighters, all of them. 

Like the boatswain who’d been a Navy 
gunner before he joined the merchant ma- 
rine. When a U-boat attacked his ship. near 
Iceland, he dashed for the aft-deck gun and 
got there before the crew. The forward-gun 
crew had fired — and missed. The boatswain 
loaded, aimed, fired and sank the sub — 
all by himself. His skipper, a hard-boiled 
disciplinarian, congratulated him on the 
hit — and put him under arrest for un- 
authorized use of the gun. In the brig. the 
boatswain grinned: 

“It’s okay with me. I got the sub!” 

To man the vast merchant fleet now 
rapidly building, at least 100,000 new sea- 
men and engineers will be needed. A “pool” 
of recruiting services has been: set up at 
17 ports. Fear of sinkings seems to have 
had little effect. Thousands of young Amer- 
icans — older ones, too — are signing up 
from farms, small towns, cities. 

By the time they get enough training to 
sail, the dark picture of submarine sinkings 
should finally have changed. Unless some 
great disaster stops present operations, our 
coastal waters will within a few months 
become “Terror Alley”’ for skulking U-boats 
— instead of the dread areas they have been 
for the crews of United Nations ships.
